Monday, March Oth, at your request I attendod a 
joint meeting of the New Hampshire and Massachusotts Hairdressers Boards, 
One of tho matters discussed at that meeting was an agreonent made on 
Sentanber 4, 1952 betweon the two Boards. This letter is written to cone - 
firm in writing the opinions exprossed at the meting relative to the | 
authority of the New Hampshire Hairdressors Board under RSA 314:10 with 4 
respect to certain provisions in the agrecnont. The provisions discussed 
are contained in the following two paragraphs which are excerpts from the 
agroesuents 
"We furthor agree that a person holding a current year 
hairdresser's license who makes application together with 
notarized affidavits giving proof of exployment in a regise 
tored beauty shop for a period of one year, will be issued 
a Iiassachusetta hairdresser's license. The above in return 
for Naw Hampshire to recognize all students attending Massa- 
chusetts schools of beauty culture for a period of 1000 hours 
and upen completion of same, make application for examination 
and with the successful passing of same, will be issuod a 
fasoachusetts operator's license, said studont to return for 
a course of 500 hours of advance practical training in a 
Massachusetts school of beauty culture and upon presentation 
of the complete record of hours of training and their current 
year Hassachusetts operator's license together with the ree 
quired application and fee, will be issued a hairdresser's 
license in New Hampshire without examination. Also, a person 
holding a current year Massachusetts hairdrosser's license _ 
tocethor with the presentation of properly notarized working 
affidavits together with application and feo will be issued © 
a shop manoper's liconse without examination eee their | 
work period has been at least i sae ta months « 


It 48 furthor agreod that a person. holding a “eierwat 
year Massachusetts operator's oo who has had any: 1000 
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hours of training in a beauty school, be permitted to enroll 
as an apprentice in a beauty shop located 4n New Hampshire 
for a period of one year subject to the requirements of the 
New Eaupshire State Board and at the expiration of one year's 
apprenticeship, a hairdressor’s license will be issued withe 
out exiaination upon making proper application accompanied 
by the required foe and affidavits.*.

a Under both of those paragraphs the board presumes to bind _ 
itsolf to the issuance of New Hampshire hairdresser's licenses without exae = 
mination. Under the first paragraph a girl attonding a Uassacnusetts school 
of cosmetolory for 1000 hours, who obtains a Massachusetts operator's license 
and then returns to school for 500 additional hours is given a New Hanpshire 
License without exmmination. Under the second paragraph a girl attending a 
courte consisting of 1000 hours at a Massachusetts school and obtaining a | 
Massrchusetts operator's permit ia given o Rew Hompshire hairdresser's license — 
efter serving a ono year apprenticoship heres. | Rat

ie are of the opinion that the Board has no authority to 
4scuo licenses undor tho procedures outlined in the previous paragraph and | 
that the arrocm:nt is inoperative to the extent that it provides for the issu- 
ances of Tiew Hampshire hairdressers’ licenses in those oircumstanced. 


The issunnes of hairdressers’ licensos is authorized by 
two soparato sub-soctions of Now Hampshire law. Under the first of these proe 
visions, £5! 314:10 I(a), an examination by the New lampshire Hairdrossors 
Board 4s required bofore any license may be issued thereunder. Since under 
the procodures outlined above no exaxination is given, the issuance of the 
licenses ip not authorized under this sub-section. | 


Tho second provision authorizing the issuance of hairdressers' 
Licenses 49 RSA 314:10 I(c) as follows: | 


"(o) Konresidents. The board may license without exaninae 
tion any hairdrosser or menicurist who has been registered or 
liconsod as such under the lows of another state which, in the 
opinion of the bosrd, maintains a atandard oudbstantially equivae 
lent to that of this state and in which hairdressers and manicure 
4sts licensed in this state are given like recognition, upon 
paymont of the feo herein provided." | 

Sines the individuals in question are licensed as *operators*® 
and not as “hnirdrossers" they are not ontitled to be liconsed under this sub= 
section. Under Massachusetts law the holder of an operator's liconse 1s not — Soe 
entitled to be registered as a hairdressor until she has completed one year’s. 
practical experience under a “assachusotts hairdresser. - RSA 314310 I(c) ss 
authorizes the issuance of a hairdresser's liconse only when the applicant — 
holds a hairdressor's license under tho laws of another state which in the — 
opinion of the board maintains a standard substantially equivalent to that of 
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this State and in which hairdressors licensed 4n this State are given like 


recognition. 


Wo undorstand that the Massachusetts Hairdressors Board 
plans to introduce legislation before the current session of the Massachu- 
setts legislature which would perait the holders of Massachusetts operator's 
licenses to receive the yoar of practical experience in liew Hampshire under 
the supervision of tho holder of a Now Hampshire hairdresser's license. it 
is contezplated that the Now Hampshire Board will cooperate with Massachusetts 
authoritios by receiving reports end affidavits from the supervising New 
Hampshire hairdrossers and forwarding the sane to the Nassachusotte Board. 
Vihen you are ready to incorporate the details of this arrangement in a written 
agreement with Massachusetts authorities we recomend that the new a 
be sutmitted to this office for approval and comente
